at all the sessions, but in the after- 
noon, when Mr. Bryan was to speak, 
the attendance was noticeably larger. 
When the presidential candidate ap- 
peared on the platform he faced a 
sea of people. 
Every seat wa& oc- 


cupied, the aisles were crowded and 
the hall was thronged as it probably 
never was before. 
Probably 6,000 


to 7,000 persons were present and 
only the limits of accommodation 
held the attendance to that number. 


The audience was as enthusiastic 


as it was large, and cheers at fre- 
quent intervals compelled the speak- 
ers to pause until the hall became 
quiet enough to permit them to pro- 
ceed. 


With the close of the session last 


evening the convention came to an 
end.

;ion express themselves as much 
pleased with the success of the Indi- 
anapolis meeting, and express the 
pinion that the cause of democracy 
will be advanced as one result of the 
convention. 
BRYAN PRAISES CLUB'S WORK. 


Mr. Bryan's address was an ex- 


ended one. In opening he expressed 
his appreciation of the work being 
done by the association and Presi- 
dent Hearst, saying that he believed 
n the policy of forming such clubs 
and that the party needed them. The 
work of democracy, being of the 
people, must be done by the people, 


said. 
Then turning to the great 


ssues of the campaign he continued: 


The republican party is not pre- 


pared to meet the issues of this 
campaign. 
The republican party 


is today dodging, running from 
nearly every issue in the cam- 
paign. 
When they started out 


they said the money question was 
the question of paramount import- 
ance. 
But they found that when 


a man says that a question of 
money is more important than a 
question of government he at once 
arouses suspicion and people begin 
to wonder whether he thinks a dol- 
lar is more important than a man. 


Think of trying 
to make the 


money question paramount in this 
campaign. 
Why, when the money 


question was paramount in 1896 
we found the republicans trying to 
make out that the tariff was the 
paramount issue.

mints, and the first thing they did 
when they got into power was not 
to reform the currency, but to re- 
form the tariff and give the men 
who contributed a chance to run 
their hands deeper into the pockets 
of the people.

I think it an event of the 
future almost as certain as any- 
thing that can be forecasted. The 
annexation of H4xico is not 'an im- 
probability. 
The annexation 
of 


South America is not an impossi- 
bility. 
The annexation of China 


would be a less fanciful suggestion 
now than the anoiexati'on of tho 
Philippines would have been (thr39 
years ago. Nay, more. 
There is 


much moxe abundant justification 
fox the taking of China than for 
the taking of the Philippines. 
China has at least insulted our dig- 
nity in the perron of our ambassa- 
dor. The Filipinos have never 
done anything except serve us on 
the field of battle and risk their 
lives and their blood for us. 
When Mr. Cockran finished, at 10

He had just taken 
his seat after finishing a speech in 
a big tent at Halsted and Sixty-fifth 
streets, when a lump weighing about 
three pounds, aimed through a slit in 
the canvas over the speakers' plat- 
form, fell with a crash on the very 
spot where the senator 
had been 


standing. The ice splashed into bits 
at his feet. 
The senator was about 


to drink a glass of water 
and his 


hand trembled as he looked about to 
learn what had happened. 


The falling of the ice was lost in 


the tumult of noice that followed the 
close of the senator's speech. Few 
in the audience knew what had oc- 
curred until Congressman Mann, who 
followed Senator Hanna in a speech, 
referred to thfe incident. 
The ice 


came from the outside of the tent 
and the aim was accurate if a little 
tardy. 


Sergeant Kilty, who was in com- 


mand of twenty-two policemen from 
tine Englewood station, had posted 
four men at the rear of the tent, but 
they had been drawn within by the 
fervor of Senator Hanna's oratory. 
Office: s B. J. Bender and J. W. 
Hardy were on the platform 
and 


they hurried to the rear of the tent. 
On the sidewalk they discovered a 
water puddle of considerable size, 
and gave it as their theory that who- 
ever threw the ice had to stand wait- 
ing for some time before he got a 
clear coast or a good aim. The side- 
wnlk is several feet above the ground 
on which the tent was pitched and 
would afford a convenient place from 
which to throw anything into the 
tent. It is thought the ice was ob- 
tained from some near-by saloon. 


Senator Hanna kept his seat, al- 


though some of those near him want- 
ed him to move farther back from 
under the opening in tjie top of the 
tent. The senator refused after the 
meeting to say anything m regard to 
the incident, and Col. E. C. Young, 
who had acted as chairman of the 
meeting, was equally reticent.

A STORY OF THACKERAY. 


The psychologic genesis of many & 


scene in fiction no doubt would re- 
veal something as interesting as the 
scene itself if known. In Mis. Fiske's 
play, "Becky Sharp," the second act 


reflects much that was "superficial of 
the Napoleonic peiiod, but it also 
shows, in its climax, the terror of 
Napoleon that prevailed at the time. 
The scene of alarm as the ball at 
Brussels is broken up by the sound 
of 
cannon, briefly 
described 
in 


"Vanity Fail1' and elaborately pic- 
tured in 'Mrs. Fiske's play, may have 
developed in Thackeray's brain from 
one of his very youthful 
experi- 


ences. "When 1 first saw England,'" 
said Thackeray in one of his lec- 
tures, "she was in mourning for the 
young Princess Charlotte, the hope 
of the empire. I came from India 
as a child, and our ship touched at 
an island on the way home, where 
my black Servant took me a walk 
over rocks and hills till we passed a 
garden where we saw a man walk- 
ing. 
'That is he/ said the black 


man; 
'that is Napoleon; he eats three 


sheep every day and all the children 
he can lay hands on!* There were 
people in the British dominions be- 
sides that poor black who had an 
equal terror and honor of the Corsi- 
can.v Of course the island was St. 
Helena. This incident of childhood 
made such 
an 
impression 
upon 


Thackeray that he carried it in mind 
through life, and there can be no 
doubt that his famous scene in "Van- 
ity Fair" was in a measure inspired 
by the incident.

SIGNAL CORPS. 


Laboring Under a Great Handicap of 


Poor Resources They Put the 


Pirst Wire to Working. 


(Washington, Oct. 5.—A private let- 


ter has been received toy an officer in 
the war department from Lieutenant 
Stanford, of the signal corps, which 
gives a 'brief but interesting account 


of 'the work of tha signal corps on- the 
way from Tien Tsin to Pekin. He 
says that owing to the lack of trans- 
portation the -work of 
bhe signal 


corps was very difficult. 
General 


Chaffee found it necessary 
to take 


every -wagon and cart that had been 
shipped from 'the Philippines in or- 
der to carry 'the supplies lie needed 
for his army, conjequntly the signal 
officers had to skirmish for transpor- 
tation. 


Lieutenant Stanfard says 'that he 


picked up tennis and cants from any 
nation, that could be induced -to part 
with them, and sometimes few ques- 
tions were ashed as to the real pro- 
prietary interest in the transporta- 
tion outfit. 


He s-peaks of -the very hot weather 


which was encountered1, so hot that 
men who were accustomed to exces- 
sive hea't -suffered severely. 


One day two laborers with his party

the signal corps pushed along, and 
though General Chaffee wns in ad- 
vance sometimes during the day, tlie 
wire nearly always was up with him 
at night.
